of Piedmont, and the Princefs of Portugal, for which Purpofe an Extraordinary 
Ambaffador from that Crown, will fhortly come hither. 

Petersburg, Sune 11. On the 6th Inftant was launch’d here, a Man of War of 
y2 Guns, which is to fail out this Year with the Fleet. Our Emperor went the 
8th, with all the Yachts, Shallops, and other {mall Veflels, to Slenterburg, to 
fetch hither in a triumphant Manner, the firft Ship that ever was built in this 
Country, fit for the Sea, whereby his Majefty was encouraged, to build other 
Merchant Ships, and afterwards Men of War. Yefterday his Majefty return- 
ed with the faid Veflel, with Kettle Drums, Trumpets, and other Inftruments 
of Mufick, and was welcomed with all the Artillery of the Caftle, Admirality, 
and of all the Ships in the River. That fame Ship is to be carried fometime 
hence with much Pomp to Cronflot. Their Majefties with the whole Court and 
foreign Minifters, defigning to attend on that Occafion, and fee the Fleet which 
lies there, ready to put to Sea with his Majefty on Board,. then her Imperial 
Majefty, with the Nobility and foreign Minifters. will return hither.
